A groat 
number of these have been sunk along tho 
western border, 150 of which are m the prov- 
ince of Constantino, and they are progexsmi? 
steadily toward tho interior of tho desert. M 
Jus wfio has lor twenty years superintended 
these magnificent works, has recently repotted 
on this interesting topic.and among tliecmioiii 
phenomena he notices, is the finding of iiHh.-i 
and crabs in these waters at very great depths, 
lie says the crabs, when cooked, haw a do- 
licious flavor. It is clear tho world will not 
have to pay hoed to the dreadful forebodings 
of Malthas for many years to come, loi the 
reclaiming of deserts by artesian wclm would 
furnish soil to supply food for hundreds ot 
millions of people.

>fow somci ot you will be apt to put off 
he necessarj preparation for a few days, 
and thereby your children will not enter 
until the next Monday. This is a great 
oss to thi-m, and will give the teacher 
much e<ctrn work. Strange as it may 
seem to yon, it IH u fact that these little 
children learn many important things 
this first w eek in school. It will take the 
whole term to fnly make up what will be 
oat by abdence during this week. 


Your cluldren will want a certificate 


'rom jour family physician that they are 
jroperly \aecinated. Permit iuo to urge 
ipou yon the importance of attending to 
this at once. Proper blanks fur, these 
icrtifieatcH will be cherfully given at the 
office m t be Hi<jh (School, whenever yon 
nay call for them. Our friends, the doc- 
;ora, some times complain thut you neglect 
this matt<:r until the very day that the 
schools open, and then come upon them 
in such numbers that it is impossible to 
wait upon you. So, 1 repeat, piscine at- 
tend to the careinution at once. 


Your children will also uped u slate, a 


pencil, ami a sponge the day they enter 
school. 1'lease do not buy a book until 
the teacher asks you to do so. 


Auxiolifi mothers sometimes ask me 


what they can do before their children 
enter school, that will help them along in 
their school work, 
f answer, do not try 


to teach them their letters, and please 
;k> not worry yourself nor your children 
if \ on find that the teacher is not doing 
HO. i as*ure you that it will all come 
out right, although you may not be able 
to see liow buch a thing is possible. But 
jdti can help your children by teaching 
them how to count up to 10 or 20 and 
how to make the figures as high as ten. 
Also by little concrete examples,us there 
are '2 egg s iu one nest and 1 in another, 
how man..- iu both? Mary had :! eggs in 
her apron and broke 2,liow many had she 
left? Thd girl hud 4 eggs, into how many 
nests could she put two eggs? Be careful 
not to make the examples too difficult-. Use 
small numbers, but strive to get tbe an- 
swer as promptly as possible. 


Finall}, you can help your children for 


all time by teaching them that their 
school work should be done earnestly and 
faithfully each day. 
They are, in fact, 


beginning the work of life. We hope to 
so arrange it that "no little shoulders shall 
be too henvily weighed. But may we not 
ask that /-on will encourage your children 
to take up the load cheerfully and gladly 
day by "lay. The habit will be worth 
more thnn money iu tbe years that are 
before tliem.

Cheap Teiepnone Lines. 


This from an exchange will tell y< 


how to construct a private telephone line: 
"To make a good and serviceable tele- 
phone, good from one farm house to an- 
other, only requires enough wire and two 
cigar boxes. First select your boxes and 
make a hole about half an inch in diame- 
ter in the centre of the bottom of each, 
and then place one in each of the houses 
you wish to connect. Then get about 
five pounds of iron stove-pipe wire, make 
a loop in one end and put it through the 
hole in your cigar box and fasten it with 
a nail; then draw it tight to the other 
box, supporting it when necessary with a 
stout cord. You can easily rim your line 
into the| house by boring B hole through 
the glass. Support your boxes with slats 
nailed across the window, and your tele- 
phone is complete. The writer has one 
that is 200 yards long and cost 45 cents, 
that will carry music when an organ is 
played thirty feet away in another room.'!
